The missiona- 

ries have occupied statedly 558 stations 

and out-stations, aud the aggregate amount 
of time bestowed by them is equal to that 
of one man for 104 1-2 years. They re-| 
port the baptism of 694 persons, (more than 

four fur each agent and missionary,) the 
organization of 35 churches and the ordi- | 
nation of 30 ministers. ‘Twelve houses of 
worship have been completed, and 38 com- | 
menced by the churches under their care;

Rev Dr Sears said, it has been thought tobe not 
inappropriate that I should inake some remarks at 
this point on the interesting subject of European 
missions. He spoke of the incipient operations of 
the German mission especially, and argued that, if 
under all the persecution which had been visited 
upon our missionaries by the iron tread of tyranny, 
so much success has attended our efforts, what 
urftght we not now reasonably expect since the rod 
of oppression hag been completely broken? The 
learned Doctor then went on to speak eloquently 
on the influence of the Baptist principle in bring- 
ing about the present interesting revolution which 
is spreading with so much rapidity and power on 
the Continent. He alladed to the published senti- 
ments of the ablest literary writers of Germany in 
justification of the position which he assumed.— 
And he insisted that the progress of religious 1id- 
erty in Germany had been made over the bodies of 
the perseeuted Baptists. ‘The opposers of the pre- 
sent revolution call it the Baptist question, and la- 
bor to disparage the work, by attempting to revive 
the prejudice existing against the Anabaptists of 
former times. A stirring appeal then followed to 
his brethren, that the German mission should be 
prosecuted with the utmost vigor, and the confident 
assurance was uttered that it was now very soon 
to be determined whether the Baptists would co- 
operate with the manifest providence of God, m 
Jaying broad and deep the basis for an extended 
prosperity in Germany. 

Rev Mr Turnbull, of Ct. followed with some 
very interesting remarks, showing that all that Dr 
Sears had said of Germany, might with great pro- 
priety be said algo of France. The Baptists held 
an important rank amang the agents that have 
brought about the extraordinary change of affairs 
in that country. 

Rev Mr Bepnett, of N Y, was opposed to divert- 
ing any of the interest felt in Asiatic missions to- 
wards Epropean missions. If Germany and France 
could be cultivated in addition to what was pow 
being done in Asia, he should be glad, and he ho- 
ped Dr Sears might himself go to Germany, and

Rev Mr Turnbull replied in a few pertinent and 
humorous remarks,

Now the door is wide open, 
and any of us may go and preach wherever we 
please, and as we please on the Continent. 

The Dr then went on to draw some conclusions 
from the present state of affairs in Europe. He ar- 
gued that the present is a great crisis when truth 
and error look each other in the eye, and when the 
greatest trials of intellectual strength will be made. 
If truth is fairly wielded, her triumph is certain.— 
But much depends upon the efforts of the church 
of Clirist, much upon the efforts of individual Chris- 
tians, as to the issue of this mighty contest. He 
glanced at the progress of correct views of relig- 
ious liberty, since that principle had been first pro- 
mulgated by Roger Williams—and hesitated not 
to indulge the confident belief that these views 
would continue to spread until thrones and tyrante 
were prostrated before their triumphant march, and

Methodist General Conferénce. 

The General Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church was in session at Pittsburg, at the 
last account. Much interest has been excited in 
the conference by the numerous petitions South of 
the line which separates the Methodist Church 
from the Methodist Church South, praying for pro- 
tection from the Nerthern Church. One of these 
petitions was from the African Methodist Episco- 
pal church at St, Louis, which stated that although

taken from them and given to the seven, while they 
were compelled to worship ina private room. The 
petitions were all referred to the Committee on 
the State of the church.

Revival in Florida, Ms, 

Br. Burrn,—Last month I passed about four 
weeks in the town of Florida, in the north part of 
Berkshire county, Ms. The Lord has there dis- 
played his power to save. The only meeting-house 
in the town belongs to the Baptists, and is located 
near the centre of the town, with a sparse popula- 
tion in every direction around it; but, previous to 
last fall, the church had been in so low a condition | 
that few meetings had been held at the ineeting- | 
house for sore years. Last fall and winter, use 
was found for the regular house of worship on the 
Sabbath, whenever preaching could be obtained, 
and evening meetings were held in school-houses, 
with the evident approbation of the great Head of 
the church. Bro H T Love, of North Adams, for 
merly one of our missioneries in Greece, Bro H 
Fitiz, the State missionary of Massachusetts, and 
some other ministering brethren, were allowed to 
participate in the delightful work. I spent twenty 
five days in Florida, including four Sabbaths; and 
during that time, preached 25 sermons, and made 
50 religious visits for personal conversation and 
prayer. The meetings were all interesting, and 
wherever I visited a family, it was manifest that 
Jesus by his Spirit had been there before me. On 
Lord’s day, April 23, I closed my arduous but de- 
lightful labors in that field. At the third meeting, 
which was held in a school-house, I preached a 
short discourse ; and the brethren and sisters then 
improved the time, with great promptness and deep 
feeling, in speaking, singing and prayer. After 
the meeting was dismissed, two young men felt so 
deeply that they were constrained to speak. out, 
and declare their need of Christ, and their deter- 
mination to seek and serve him. I had the pleas- 
ure of baptizing two persons, the united head of a 
family, while in Florida; and nineteen had been 
previously baptized and added to the church, dur- 
ing the winter. I also learned that in the course 
of the fall and winter, forty persons had been bap- 
tized in Williamstown, thirty-nine in Cheshire, five 
in North Adams, three in South Adams, and twen- 
ty-one in North Savoy.

Legislative Correspondence. 
New Haven, May 23, 1848. 

Br. Burr :—Agreeably to my promise I will 
try to keep the readers of the Secretary apprised 
of the progtess which the “Government” of the 
State of Connecticut is making in the arrangement 
of its civil affairs. The old adage “great wheels 
move slow” is not entirely inapplicable to our 
Legislative proceedings—although a few items 
of business are disposed of, and there seems to be 
a disposition to do, as fast as is practicable. 

A resolution passed the House Jast Thursday, 
instructing the Committee on the Constitution, to 
inquire into the expediency of recommending that 
a Convention be called for the purpose of effecting 
a thorough revision of that instrument, A some 
what protracted and spirited discussion was had 
upon the reeolution—all admitting that it needed 
alterations and amendments, byt differing in their 
views of the manner in which the alterations should 


be effected. One of the abuses alluded to which f 


needed correction, was the too large and unequal 
representation—or figuratively, “the wheels are 
too large and not a perfect circle.” It was con- 


Emancipation—a theme which is now absorbing 
both the North and South. We do not feel at al 
ashamed to embark in this general crusade against 
the system of American slavery ;: as it is a notori- 
ous fact, that many of the noblest citizens of the sun- 
ny South, have declared in favor of emancipation, 
as the only means of saving the nation from a 
premature and disgraceful death, Many, very ma- 
ny, slaveholders in Virginia, are in favor of a well 
grounded system of emancipation, and will labor 
efficiently for its attainment.” 

The Editor, after saying that the necessities of 
the State,and the spirit of the world calls for Eman- 
cipation, adds : 

“Then let us take courage and move onin the 
current of public opinion—only Jet the friends of 
Liberty march on with an undivided front ; and 
soon—very soon—we shall have something done 
that will tell for Liberty. 

“We wish Kindred Spirits abroad, to keep bands 
off ; just let Virginia attend to her misgivings, in 
her own way and time—any change, either for weal 


| oF Wo, in our institutions, must be attended to, by 


Virginia and Virginia alone! So, we protest 
against intermeddling in any way with the slaves !” 

The establishment of several anti-slavery news- 
papers at the South, already, is a fair indication of 
the feeling in that section in regard to this ques- 
tion ; and as the ball is now fairly in motion, it is 
desirable that the protest of the Crisis against inter- 
meddling with the slaves should be obeyed. Sla- 
very can never be abolished by aiding slaves to es- 
cape from their bondage. If they can get away 
themselves, so mtch the better; but the misguided 
policy of some few over-zealous opponents of the 
system has had a tendency to retard, rather than 
advance emancipation. 


Biaves vor France.—The American Bible So- 
ciety at its late Anniversary in New York, appro- 
priated teh thousand dollars towards the circula- 
tion of the Bible in France. France needs Bibles 
at the present time more than anything else except 
evangelical preachers. We should feel more sure 
of the permanent establishment ef liberty in France 
were a copy of the Bible placed in the hands of 
every family there.

SEVEN DAYS LATER. 


Mecting of the National Assembly of France. 
THE REPUBLIC SUCCESSFULLY ESTABLISHED, 
| The steamer Caledonia arrived at Boston on Sun- 
| day, May 2ist. She left Liverpool on the. 6th.— 
| She brings the most cheering intelligence from 
| France. The National Assembly had, assembled, 
and the Republic was peaceably established—the 
Representatives of the people were in power and 
place. 

. FRANCE. 
Mecting of the National Assembly. 

The sun rose brightly on the morning of the 4th 
of May, 1848, and at an eorly hour the drums were 
heard beating the rappel in different quarters, and 
the National Guards soon afterwards assembled at 
their respective places of rengezvous. Atii o'clock 
all the battalions had assumed the stations assigned

| to them, from the Place Vendome, along the Bou- 


levards, the Place de la Concorde, and round the 
Palace of the Assembly. The entire force under 
arms was estimated at about 35,000 men. The 
crowd assembled on the Place de la Concorde and

The Representatives began to assemble in the 
Chamber about noon in considerable numbers, for- 
ming groups on the floor, in the centre, and around 
the tribune.

| «Most readers are aware that holy water

Itis such jolly fellows as you, 
Priestman, that get over these fevers.” — 
Then alluding to the subject of his funeral, 
he continued——“There is a spot near the 
village of Dauphigny ; this would suit me 
nicely. You know it well, for 1 have often 
said that I should like to be buried there ; 
and let me beg of you, as you value your 
old friend, notto suffer any pomp to be 
used at my funeral; nor any monument, 
nor monumental inscription whatever, to 
mark where Lam Jaid; but lay me quietly 
in the earth, place a sun-dial over my grave, 
and let me be forgotten.” These direc- 
tions were in spirit, though not strictly com- 
plied with; and on the 25th of January, 
1790, the body of Howard was buried in 
the spot which he had chosen near the vil- 
lage of Dauphigny, at a little distance from 
Cherson. The authorities and the inliab- 
itants of the place testified their respect for 
him by attending his remainstothe grave. 
Instead of the sun-dial, asmall brick pyra- 
mid was erected onthe spot. In Carding- | 
ton church, according to his directions, a| 
plain slip of marble was erected by his wife’s 
tomb, bearjng this inscription : John How- | 
ard; died at Cherson, in Russian Tartary, | 
January 20th, 1790. Aged G4. Christ | 
is my hope.”
